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Our Auto Insurance Rates 


Compulsory auto insurance rates for 1953 are ex- 
pected shortly to be announced and, moreover, are 
expected to be much higher. 


The casualty companies serving Massachusetts 
have presented a study of the personal injury losses 
from accidents caused by motorists of this state for 
the past three years to explain their reluctance to 
underwrite motorists with bad accident records. The 
statistics show the companies lost nearly $25 mil- 
lion in that period. 


The report for Andover revealed that the rates for 
1949, 1950 and 195] were intended to provide the 
companies with a total of $132,417 to meet accident 
losses, yet the actual losses caused by Andover 
motorists for the three years were $166,998, or 
$34,581 short of the necessary amount. 


The statistics were made public to show why 
higher rates are ‘‘absolutely necessary in the pre- 
sent crisis brought about by the tremendous rise in 
motoring accidents and the enormously increased 
cost of settling claims for these accidents, due to 
inflation, over-generous jury awards, and other fac- 
tors.’’ 


The rates are not fixed by the insurance compa- 
nies. Under the law they are fixed by the state in- 
surance commissioner, who has already indicated 
an increase for 1953. 


The rates are determined for each community by 
the collective accident record of its own motorists. 
No matter where the accident occurs the insurance 
loss is charged back to the city or town where the 
motorist garages his car, so that the only way to 
bring down the rates is to reduce accidents.

(Continued from Page One) 
some serious decisions are going 
to be made in the industry and* 
urged ‘‘petting on our team now 
and preparing the ground for what 
is coming. You can help it or tear 
it apart. We have made a major ef- 
fort to tell our employees of the 
seriousness of the situation, They 
have reacted well, We can take no 
more sabotage. We need a lot of 
help now.’” 

Textile officials present in- 
cluded President Harry M Bliss 
and FE. Dean Walen of Salem st, 
vice president of Pacific mills, Mr. 
White and Jack Barry of the Ameri- 
can Woolen Co., FE. Kent Allen of 
Abbot Worsted Co., Graniteville, 
Ames Stevens of Ames Worsted 
Co., Lowell and president of 
N.A.W.M., William F. Brandy of 
Henry Klous Co Inc,, Lawrence, 
Kenneth W. Marriner and Abbot 
Stevens of M. T, Stevens & Sons 
Co. 

The N.A.W.M. was represented 
by Executive Vice President Wil- 
kinson and Gordon Graham, public 
relations advisor. 

Various problems in the indus- 
try were discussed in the round 
table session that followed the 
luncheon, 

One of the major concerns of 
the industry is the subsidation of 
South American wool tops, Indus- 
try and both major unions are in 
agreement here and have urged 
additional import duties to offset 
the subsidation, 

Another concerns woolen im- 
ports from England, Textile help 
in England, it was stated, re- 
ceives about $15 or $16 a week 
and ‘‘today in New York you can 
buy these goods, duty paid, for 
less money than we can manufac- 
ture them,’’ 

A query as to whether or not the 
Taft-HartleyAct had any effect on 
the lull in the industry brought 
these replies: 

Mr. Stevens; ‘‘] don’t think it 
had anything to do with it,” 

Mr, Barry: ‘‘The politicians love 
to whip it. It doesn’t stop any tex- 
tile group from organizing if it 
wants to,”’ 

Mr, White; It’s getting to be a 
pretty old record,”’ 

In discussing future employment 
in this area it was brought out that 
the worsted end of the business is 
hardest hit. Recovery of this mar- 
ket would greatly benefit Law- 
rence mills, There has been a 
change in buying habits in recent 
years in favor of the softer wools 
instead of the hard finish worsteds. 
Such buying trends in the past 
have run in cycles but in recent 
years it has stayed with the softer 
fabrics, 

Abbot Stevens of North Andover 
said that if the industry in this 
| area can get the enthusiastic co- 
| operation of employees and the 
public and assistance from local 
and state government it would be 
f encouraging to the industrial 
operations today, An attitude of 
| everything in this area expressed 
in a sympathetic way, he said, 
| would help, 

Regarding the problem of syn- 
thetics Mr. White said they are 
producing them here but the only 
trouble is that they cannot get 
enough of them, ‘‘If we could get 
more,” he said, ‘‘it would tempo-
